He believes 
that the embellishment concerning the Egyptian Intelligence Service - thought 
up by the ABEND ZEITUNG unbeknownst to <§WINTERSTEIN - and Dr. SERVATTUS 1 fail- 
ure to confirm the story were chiefly responsible for the lack of replay. We 
note that the AP ticker of 8 December carried the ABEND ZEITUNG story; however, 
we have no information whether this was picked up by papers outaide of Germany.
